“ Luckily, no injuries have been suffered 
in any of the fires,” Bunte says. “ But in 
those grass fires, especially, we could have 
a serious situation develop. We're about 
seven inches behind in rainfall, there are a 
lot of high winds and low humidity — all the 
elements are present for serious fires.” 
BUNTE URGES local citizens to be very 
careful about burning brush or trash when 
the wind is blowing. “ If you start burning 
something with the wind gusting about 35 
miles per hour, the fire is almost certain to 
spread,” he points out. adding. “ Please hold 
off on burning brush until we’ve had some 
rainfall.” 
The first of the recent series of structure 
fires occurred Friday. Dec 16. when a wall 
heater in the bathroom of the Kennith 
Murphy home at 1908 Main Street caught 
fire The bathroom suffered considerable 
dam age before the fire was extinguished.

THERE SURE ISN T MUCH that we. a s in­ 
dividuals. can do about it except resist at the 
market-place Customer heel-dragging got sugar

The CIA has other recruiting offices in 
rune locations throu^iout the I nited States 
It also advertises its job opportunities rn 
newspapers and in th* College Placement 
Annual 
Hie agency produces slick brochures to 
explain its intelligence I’athenng mission 
'the of them, whn h promotes clerical jobs 
in the CJA. shows pictures of wholesome 
looking young women cheerfully setting 
forth on their new careers with the CIA It 
says 
’You re interested in current events, his 
tory, foreign countries, travel You re over 
Etfc. a I' S citizen, and a high school gradu 
at** chances are the Central Intelligence 
Agency is the place for you " 
But, according to the bespectacled Mr 
Luetscher, who was tapped by a CIA re­ 
cruiter as a law student at the I ntensity of 
Wisconsin 26 years ago, th** agency is mak­ 


ing a special effort to recruit women and 
members of minority groups not just for 
* lencai tasks but also for its more presti­ 
gious ?ethnical and professional jobs 
A total of 14 percent of those hired for 
such jobs rn the fiscal year 1977 were from 
minority racial and ethnic groups Twenty 
of the new recruits were women These fig­ 
ures 
Mr 
Luetscher added, represent in­ 
creases of more than 50 percent in each 
category over those of the previous year 
One of the CIA s ads notes that the "com 
petition is very keen for positions in the 
agency, 
and so It is Mr Luetscher said 
that for the fiscal year 1977, the CIA re­ 
ceived 37,000 written m qjjries for only 1,000 
job openings Recruiters interviewed 12,500 
of those who wrote in, but hired only 400 in 
the technical and professional fields and 600 
for clerical jobs 
The intense screening process which they 
went through required submission of a 17- 
page personal history and testing by a poly­ 
graph, or lie detector 
Of those joining the agency in profes­ 
sional positions in the fiscal year 1976, 12 
percent had doctoral decrees, 25 percent 
had m aster’s degrees, and 56 percent had 
bachelor's degrees The figures for the fis­ 
cal year 1977 have not yet been compiled 
but the quality of education which they re­ 


veal is thought likely to be equally as high. 
Many of the new recruits have alto had 
some previous job experience 
"We usually look for something extra 
beyond a BA degree,” said Mr. Luetscher. 
We’ve had to turn away thousands of BAs 
summa cum laude magna cum laude ” 
’ But there are some areas where we 
have to work hard to get people electrical 
engineers, science and technology experts 
with five to IO years experience, graduate 
level economists, mathematicians, physical 
scientists, photo-interpreters, and language 
specialists - in the hard languages.” 
According to Mr Luetscher. press publi­ 
city, whether good or bad, has stimulated 
the interest of some people in jobs with the 
CIA 
‘ When the congressional investigations 
started, we were surprised and delighted to 
find that the number of people applying for 
jobs actually increased. ’ the CIA official 
said "The negative publicity has simply riot 
turned off a lot of people - especially those 
interested in foreign affairs ” 
He added, however, that economic condi­ 
tions were a major reason for the large 
number of job applicants 
‘ Everybody who is an employer is rn a 
buyer’s m arket,” he said. 
And that apparently includes the CIA

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With a height of 6’5" and a weight 
of 255 lbs., Merlin Olsen found him­ 
self ideally suited for a career in pro­ 
fessional football. His background. 
however, includes a B S. in econom­ 
ics from Utah State, from which he 
was graduated summa cum laude in 
1962, and an M S. in economics from 
Utah State in 1970 Most recently, he 
has turned his talents to acting and to 
sportscastmg, and has a continuing 
role on Little House on the Prairie 
About the transition from football 
to acting, he says. "One of the first 
things I noticed was that there s no 
way for me to take out the ... frustra­ 
tions. There's nobody for me to hit I 
had to learn to channel my own ener­ 
gies into what I was doing." 
His role on Little House on the Prai­ 
rie. says Olsen, is "Jonathan Garvey. 
He’s a woodsman, outdoorsman, kind 
of a confident frontier type He’s a 
friend of Michael Landon's and works 
in the sawmill with him He’s the kind 
of guy Pa Ingalls goes to when he 
wants a friend, a family man. I have a 
wife and son." 
Garvey. 
Olsen 
says, 
“ basically 
enjoys living One of the nice things 
about doing the character was that I 
was given some latitude about what I 
was going to do. There’s quite a bit of 
me in Jonathan Garvey He’s stub­ 
born, certainly very sure of himself; 
but he's sensitive, he wants to do 
what's right He feels a tremendous 
load of responsibility.” 
On one episode of the series. Olsen 
explained, "The barn burns down 
The Garvey family loses the year s 
crop,' Garvey decides to leave his 
wife because she accepts a job in 
spite of his disapproval, and has an 
emotional farewell with his son The 
plot, says Olsen, hinges on Garvey s 
depression that arises out of his guilt 
and that triggers the problem " 
Olsen chose to switch from football 
to acting because he was looking for 
something that would give him the 
challenge emotionally as well as 
intellectually that I had as an athlete 
One of the areas that would do that 
was acting ... I decided awhile ago 
that I would like to find out if it were 
something I was good at I have a 
contract with NBC 
I have responsi­ 
bilities as a broadcaster and also act­ 
ing and news responsibilities 
"I never did realty study acting," 
CMsen 
says 
adding 
that 
he has 
worked with professional coaches I 
haven I had time to do that I had to 
do most of my learning on the ob 
I 
think some of my training as an ath­ 
lete was also good training for acting 
I had to seam to control my emotions 
and concentrate and not to be afraid 
of crowds and TV cameras 
His acting career so far he says, 
has taken 
a tremendous amount of 
energy and I was eager to do as much 
as - coud as quickly as 1 coud 
* had

"26 stunt men. There were other 
scenes to do, and I worked a great 
deal with three of the men. They 
showed me how to take a punch, how 
to throw a punch for the camera 
Stunt men and football players have a 
great deal in common.” 
As for playing someone very differ­ 
ent from himself. Olsen says he is 
“ not yet ready. That s one of the 
things I said about the role of 
Jonathan Garvey: if I’d been asked to 
do it with a limp and an English 
accent. I’d have been in real trouble. 
After I have some experience, I d like 
to be challenged by being asked to do 
something different, but I’m not ready 
yet.’’ 
Contrasting acting and sportscast- 
mg, Olsen says they are "both chal­ 
lenging ... they re quite different, 
although 
they re 
both 
considered 
performing. I’m better prepared for 
sportscastmg — evaluating 
whats 
happ>ening on the football field and 
talking about the basics of football 
technique, it’s not that far away Act­ 
ing is a radical departure but also i’m 
prepared for it emotionally It s not as 
difficult as I thought. I’ve begun to get 
confident with it sooner than I had 
hoped " 
About his original career choice. 
between 
economics 
and 
football, 
Olsen says, “ When I came out of 
school... my best offer came from the 
Los Angeles Rams 
. I was offered a 
great deal of money for something 
that I liked doing I didn’t find it a diffi­ 
cult choice to make." 
As to whether his background in 
economics offers him any side bene­ 
fits. Ofsen says "ft has although I 
haven t taken advantage of it I never 
had to lean on those areas for profes­ 
sional reasons ... Ifs done a great 
deal to shape my life and personali­ 
ty ’ 
Olsen has been do ng a great deal 
of traveling in his role as a sportscast­ 
er 
‘ Every week I go somewhere 
around the country on NFL sports.

the regular police force The local police 
force m>’St be getting a lot of “ augmen­ 
tation 
because Roger has already put in 40 
hours duty this month 
The volunteer unpaid job is a challenge 
for Roger There s a bit of occasional excit- 
ment, it s markedly similar to his military 
life in regimentation, and it’s a public ser­ 
vice position in which he feels he’s “ out do­ 
ing something beneficial for everyone.” 
Forty hours volunteered — the resei ve of­ 
ficers choose their own date and hours of 
work — adds up to double in motivation, but 
it s Roger’s opinion that all the people in­ 
volved in the course were highly motiviated 
individuals, and a highly select group in the 
sense that the law enforcement field with 
its seamy and sad side is a deterrent in 
itself to people considering career oppor­ 
tunities 
Walt Myers, who looks more like a horse 
and ranch dude than anything else with his 
boots, feathered hat and sheepskin jacket, 
has been waiting for years — since he was a 
kid, in fact — for a chance to try out a police 
officer’s 
uniform. Georgetown’s 
Police 
Chief. Travis Thomas, offered him a 
reserve officer’s training slot, and accor­ 
ding to Walt. “ I jumped at the chance to get 
as much training as possible and stay as 
current as possible with everyday activities 
iof the police department).” 
Walt had 12 years of military experience 
all over the world and was part of a rescue 
team for the NASA moon mission; he was 
retired early with a disability in ’72. 
He views law enforcement and the 
military as parallel professions; both un­ 
iform. both with rules and guidelines. 
His graduation from the Reserve - Of­ 
ficer’s Training Course marked his ’irst 
state certification, and this January heft at­ 
tend Central Texas College, Killeen, to take 
an associate degree in criminal justice. 
The police officer s role to Walt is not one 
of passing judgement on a citizen, but 
rather one of protecting the citizen, and 
co n tro llin g 
p o ten tially 
dangerous 
situations. Says Walt: “ A policeman doesn’t 
necessarily have to issue a citation or make 
an arrest every time out. There are ex­ 
tenuating circumstances which need to be 
considered in all cases.’’ 
Uke Chuck and Roger, Walt has also 
tallied 40 hours since being sworn in, mostly 
patrolling during evening hours, but 
sometime in the future he hopes there’s a 
fu lltim e job a va ila b le for him in 
Georgetown. 
Charles Reagan works for the local phone 
company, but says he finds his off-duty 
volunteer hours as a reserve officer a way 
*0 be associated with the police department, 
yet keep my present position.” 
He's been indirectly associated with law 
enforcement people ail of his life*, has 
always been pro law enforcement, and in a 
sense, is now fulfilling a lifelong desire. 
He views the role of a reserve officer as 
being a protective arm of the regular police 
force. His job: to serve the community and 
take the appropriate action for a violation 
The judgement, he says, should be left up to 
the courts. 
All 4 reserve officers have high praise for 
the training course and instructors, and con­ 
sider themselves particularly fortunate to 
have come across 4 people so supportive of 
one another. 
You ll see them working with a regular 
police officer in a kind of on-the-job training 
program. Then they ll be out on their own 
with the full responsibilities and authority 
of a regularly certified police officer, 
augmenting the Georgetown Police 
Department’s service to the community.

The Lasting Beauty of 
A Live 
Christma Tree 


There are many reasons for choosing a live tree for 
the holidays. They are beautiful and fragrant. They are 
ecologically acceptable. They are a wise investment in that 
they can be planted outside your house once Christmas 
has become a beautiful memory. Some simple observations 
when choosing and buying your tree will eliminate the 
possibility of Laving it dry out quickly and the danger 


The height of your ceiling and the width of the space 
the tree will occupy are important measurements to keep 
In mind when making your purchase. Plan to stand the 
tree away from a T V set, radiator, heating unit or duct. 
When selecting the tree test the needles for freshness by 
bending them back gently. If they spring back they’re 
fresh ... if not, beware! 
Live trees consume a lot of water so choose a holder 
with at least a two quart capacity and keep it filled to 
within an inch of the rim at all times. The stand should 
^ 
I collar several inches in diameter and screws to 
ho.d the tree firmly in place. Chop about an inch off the 
stump before putting the tree in water. 
Trimming toe Christmas tree is a celebration all itself* 
Many families have tree trimming parties for close friends 
and relatives. But before you get to all the fun make sure 
you inspect the light strings so there are no frayed ends 
or exposed wires. Lights can be strung at random or in 
any pattern your imagination conjures up Keep larger 
and heavier lights and trimmings on the lower half of tile 
tree, tapering toward the top.
